EXPERTS FIND LACK OF AiR 


CAUSE OF BOILER TROUBLES 


Coal Authorities Point Out TH-feeLs in 


Arranging Space lor 


Furnaces. 


It is a common thing for an expert 


to be called into a bis manufacturing 
plant or an office building: to 
de- 


termine why there is so much trouble 
with the boilers and find that 
most 


elemental requirement lilting—air. 
He finds that in pretentious buildings 
and 
occasionally in 
factories 
the 


architect has given -weeks of his time. 
to the planning of the exterior and 
the decoration of halls or the lighting 
of the place, if it is to be used for 
manufacturing purposes, and then has 
put the boilers any place at all with- 
out any reference to the air supply. 
And coal needs air to make it burn. 


Frequently he ^nd1* that there has 


been no provision for the visits of 
the coal dealer and the bins arc- so 
small that a dally visit from the coal 
wagon becomes necessary in severe 
weather. The expert is often able to 
remedy the defect, but sometimes he 
finds that architectural obstacles put 
in hlg way are practically insurmount- 
able. The only thins he can do then 
is to recommend a sort of coal thaf 
will give the best results that could 
be obtained under such unfortunate 
circumstances.
